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PREFACE. 



The death of the Princess Alice, which has called 
forth such profound expressions of sympathy from 
all parts of the civilised world, and whose last act 
has shed additional lustre on a name that was 
already revered by all Englishmen for the 
devoteduess she displayed during the illnesses of 
the late Prince Consort and Prince of Wales, and 
the death of an only brother from the same fatal 
malady, has induced me to publish, much sooner 
than I had intf»nded, a small treatise on diph- 
theria, containing a description of an epidemic 
that attacked Grahamstown in 1869, its cause, 
character, and my successful treatment of a large 
number of cases with iodine. 

My brother fell a victim to this horrid disease 
after assisting to nurse his partner's wife and two 
children, who all perished. The (contagious and 
infectious nature of diphtheria has been often 
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exemplified, but in no more terrible instance than 
in the embrace between the illustrious Princess 
and her child, which act the poet, the sculptor, 
and the artist might vie with each other in 
endeavouring to immortaliiie. I have tried to 
make the character and treatment of this fell 
disease as comprehensive as possible by avoiding 
all technicalities, and using such language as is 
both simple and expressive. 

The prescriptions are written in English, and 
may be readily obtained of any chemist. 

For the last ten years I have treated so large a 
number of eases successfully that I feel bound to 
place an account of my experience in the hands of 
the public.

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A DESCRIPTION OF AN EPIDEMIC OF DIPHTHERIA 

THAT VISITED THE CITT OP GBAHAMSTOWN IW 1869, 

ITS CAUSE, CHAKACTER, AND TREATMENT. 



Grahamstown is the capital of the eastern pro- 
vince of the Cape Colony; it is named after 
Colonel Graham, who planted the first oak tree. 
This city is built in a basin surrounded on every 
side by high hills, it is 17,000 feet. above the= 
level of the sea, its latitude is 28^ 18' 30", its 
latitude 28° 28' 45". Two streamlets pass 
thtough the town into the Cowie river, they 
contain very little water during the greater part 
of the year, and in the hot season becolne 
nothing more than large open, nearly dry 
ditches, which are very ofiensive in sultry- 
weather* The foul conditioji of the river bed

was partly produced by the filthy habits of the 
blacks, and by the quantity of rubbish and 
vegetable refuse that was constantly thrown 
into the river and allowed to decompose. It 
was no uncommon thing in those days to see 
bodies of cats and dogs lying in these ditches in 
a state of active decomposition. The stench that 
was produced by the slaughter-houses and kraals 
that were allowed within the town was most 
disagreeable. There was no system of drainage, 
the houses were supplied with cesspools, and the 
sewage was periodically removed in carts by 
nightmen and deposited about a mile and a half 
from the town. Such was the condition of affairs 
when diphtheria broke out in 1869. In the latter 
end of the summer the disease became very pre- 
valent and was attended by great mortality. It 
increased during the autumn months and con- 
tinued all the winter. The largest number of 
cases came under my care in June and July : 
during these months cold winds prevailed. I 
had previous to my visit to the colony tried the 
local application of iodine, and found the results 
so satisfactory, that when the epidemic broke out 
in Grahamstown I determined to further t.est its 
value. I again obtained such truly astonishing 
proofs of its efficacy as a remedial agent tbo-ii I 
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have continued its use ever since. I published an 
account of the treatment in the Lancet, January 
13th, 1877, but I am not aware of its adoption. 

WHAT IS DIPHTHERIA ? 

Definition. 

Diphtheria is an epidemic, endemic, and sporadic 
disease. It is both infectious and contagious, 
and is characterised by the formation of a false 
membrane, which is produced by a specific in- 
flammatory process, the result of exposure to a 
special poison. This membrane resembles in 
appearance bleached sheep-skin. It generally 
attacks some part of the mucous membrane lining 
the throat, nose, or windpipe, but it« favourite 
sites are the tonsils, uvula^ soft and hard palate. 
It is one of the most insidious diseases, and is 
extremely dangerous to life when it invades the 
voice box, * larynx,' windpipe^ or smaller air pas- 
sages. 

History. 

There appears to be no doubt that diphtheria 
was well known to the ancients. It was described 
by Areteus ; and Brettoneau, " a distinguished 
French physician," tells us that in the Homerian

epoch it received the name of the Egyptian or 
Syrian ulcer. It has long been known among 
the Dutch in South Africa as the white sore- 
throat. Baillour, an eminent French physician^ 
published an account of this malady in the six- 
teenth century. In the year 1713 Dr. Patrick 
Blair described a disease which he called " the 
croops" at Coupar Angus, and which was no 
doubt diphtheria. It was not until Brettoneau 
published his remarkable treatise in 1821, which 
contained an account of an epidemic sore-throat 
which attacked the legion of La Vendue while on 
garrison duty at Tours, did this malady receive 
much attention from European physicians. 
In 1856 diphtheria broke out at Boulogne, from 
which place it was conveyed to Folkestone^ 
where the first case occurred which is recorded in 
this countrv ; it then first attracted the attention 
of many En'giish medical men. During the seven- 
teenth century it was known among the Spaniards, 
as Garotillo, and to the Italians as Male in 
Cannae; this disease was also described by old 
writers as Cynanche* Maligna and Angina Mem- 
branea. Hecker describes an epidemic sore- 
throat which was undoubtedly diphtheria. A- 
description of this malady was published by Pro-' 
fessor CuUen, of Edinburgh, in 1802, and by Dr^ 
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J. Abercrombie, 1828.. In 1858 very many cases 
occurred in England, and in the following year 
this fearful disease spread with great rapidity. 
The following table shows the number of fatal 
cases registered in England since 1858 :

It is apparent from the above table that the 
mortality has gradually decreased during the last 
twenty years ; this may be due partly to the effi- 
cient way in which the sanitary laws have been 
carried out and to the consideration and treat- 
ment of this disease. The term diphtheria is un- 
doubtedly good, and one which ought not to be 
changed : it is a modification of the word diphthe- 
ritis, which was first adopted by Brettoneau ; it is 
derived from two Greek words, SKpOipa, a skin. 
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and iTT)^, hasty, furious. Diphtheria attacks 
persons of all ages, but most frequently selects 
for its victims children under ten years, as will 
be shown by the subjoined table ;

Diphtheria attacks individuals in every station 

of life. 

' It is seen in the palace of kings, 

It invadeth the humblest cot ; 

It spreads with ethereal wings, 

And pervadeth, yea, every spot.' 

This disease does not confine itself to any 
country of special geological formation. Some 
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physicians think diphtheria an old disease, but 
believe its character altered, and that it has 
become far more deadly. 

It has been mistaken for croup, scarlet fever, 
and vice versa, and for the symptoms of other 
diseases. 

It appears that cold weather, especially cold 
winds, favour the increase and fatality of diph- 
theria. This is amply proved by the statistical 
returns of the Registrar-General, more deaths 
being registered during December, January, and 
February tlian in any other months of the year. 
During the severe epidemic which attacked 
Grahamstown in 1869 cold winds prevailed.**^ 
Dr. Thursfield very justly remarks that diphtheria 
is more accurately studied in the country because 
information is more easily acquired, the source 
from which the infection springs is more readily 
discovered, and the conditions under which the 
contagion is j)ropagated is better investigated in 
rural districts than in crowded cities^ 

Causation. 

I believe diphtheria is produced by a living 
vegetable organism or cell, which is endowed with

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a special poisoD, and that it is received into the 
mouth during the acts of inspiration and degluti- 
tion. This cell is undoubtedly the product of 
decomposition, which is favoured by damp, heat, 
and defective sanitary arrangements. It is well 
known that poisoned atmospheric air teems with 
minute living organisms of extreme tenuity. 
There can be no doubt that the germs which 
produce thjs disease require a peculiar soil, and 
that they are propagated under certain conditions 
that favour their development. Oertal believes 
in the parasitic theory. He says that micrococci 
are invariably associated with diphtheria. 

Implantation. 

Trousseau proves that diphtheria may be pro- 
duced by direct implantation ; both Valieix and 
Henri Blanch received the disease in this manner, 
and died from its effects. 

Inoculation. 

Professor Oertal and others have produced diph- 
theria in rabbits by the process of inoculation. 
The experiments made upon themselves by 
Trousseau and Duchamp, to produce diphtheria by 
inoculating with false membrane, failed. 
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Consideration of the chances of Recovery. 

The chances of the recovery of a person 
Attacked by diphtheria depends upon a variety of 
circumstances ; viz., the age, constitution, amount 
of prostration, the malignancy of the poison to 
which the patient has been exposed, to the 
rapidity with which the false membrane spreads, 
its direction and extent, to the locality of the 
invasion, to the treatment, to the pecuniary con- 
dition (in so much as regards the supply of diet 
and stimulants), and to the complications which 
may arise during the attack. 

Tabulated facts show that a far greater number 
of cases prove fatal before the age of 10 thap 
between 10 and 50, the difference averaging 3 J 
to 1, thus demonstrating the susceptibility of the^ 
young to succumb to this fearful malady. The, 
strength of the constitution at the onset of an 
attack is a very important consideration ; if the 
patient is but just recovering from a coqfinemeut, 
^r any other contagious or infectious disease, or 
from the effect of any severe wound, scald, or 
burn, we should always give a very guarded 
opinion as to the ultimate result of a case. The 
•danger is always much greater when the false 
membrane invades the voice-box, wind-pipe, or 
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small air passages. Lastly, we have to consider 
the complications. The most serious of these are 
inflammation of the lungs and heart, sudden 
arrest of the heart's action, and paralysis, espe- 
cially of the muscles concerned in the act of 
deglutition. 

On Contagiousness. 

The contagiousness of diphtheria has been 
proved so often that I shall only quote a few- 
well-known authorities to support this opinion. 
Dr. G. Johnson says : * In May, 1867, 1 was attend- 
ing a gentleman living in one of the largest houses 
in Westbourne Terrace for diphtheria. During 
his illness a friend who was visitinor at the house 

o 

spent much of his time in the sick-room, and also 
assisted in nursing him. When the patient be- 
came convalescent his country friend sickened 
with what proved to be a severe attack of 
diphtheria, from which he recovered at his own 
home. 

* In 1868 my own brother assisted in nursing 
his partner's wife and two children, who were 
suffering from the same dreadful malady; he 
caught the disease and died, as also did the three 
persons he assisted to nurse. M. Valleix caught 
diplitheria by a patient spitting some saliva into 
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his mouth during the act of coughing, and died 
in forty -eight hours. Another of M. Trousseau's 
colleagues took this disease by sucking the blood 
from the windpipe after performing tracheotomy, 
I recollect another remarkable instance of ex- 
posure of a child to the influence of this subtle 
poison. In 1869 a farmer residing in Albany 
brought in produce to dispose of on the Grahams- 
town market ; he was accompanied by his wife 
and child. He visited, while in the town, an hotel 
in which there was a case of diphtheria which 
was then under my care ; the child was only in^ 
the sick person's room for a short period, and the 
next day the father sent for me to attend his 
child, who had sickened of the disease.' 

On Prevention. 

Isolation is one of the best means to adopt to 
prevent the infection from spreading. Kissing 
and embracing ought in every case to be strictly 
prohibited. Had this injunction been carried out, 
we should not now be mourning the death of our 
much-beloved Princess Alice. Extreme cleanli- 
ness ought to be rigidly enforced ; all excreta im- 
mediately removed from the sick-room, and 
destroyed. The greatest precaution should be 
displayed in the removal and destruction of all 
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expectorated and faecal matters. Basins and other 
bedroom utensils should always contain some 
Condy's fluid, or other suitable disinfectant. 
Dirty linen must be instantly destroyed, unless it 
can be at once thoroughly disinfected. As soon 
as it is known that a person is attacked with 
diphtheria, a thorough inspection should be made 
of the closets and out-buildings by the medical 
man in charge of the case, or some other compe- 
tent person, to ascertain the existing cause. The 
best disinfectants are carbolic acid, Condy's fluid, 
and chloride of lime ; one of these must be daily 
employed in the sick-room. The attendants 
should mix some of the disinfectant used with 
the water they wash their hands with. . The^ 
transmission of the diphtheritic poison from one 
person to another has been so often proved be- 
yond a doubt to have taken place, that it 
behoves all attendants and relations to carefully 
avoid so subtle an agent, by adopting every pre- 
cautionary measure that lies in their power to 
prevent the disease from spreading. The neglect 
of these measures not only endangers their own* 
lives, but those of others. 
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Eecurrence of Diphtheria. 

I have seen so many young persons who have 
taken the disease a second time, that I do not 
believe in the protective influence of a first attack. 
A family, whose residence was surrounded by tall 
trees, which necessarily <^used it to be very 
damp, was frequently sending for me to attend 
some member of the household who was attacked* 
by diphtheria. 

Character. 

- Diphtheria attacks the mucous membrane' 
lining the mouth, throat, and air passages, the^ 
exudation occasionally makes its appearance on 
the skin, more especially if it is denuded of the' 
outer layer. Diphtheria generally first manifests: 
itself on some part of the throat or mouth, its 
favourite sites being the tonsils, uvula, and soft 
palate; not unfrequently it extends into the 
voice-box and windpipe, and occasionally it in- 
vades even the small air-passages. When the^ 
disease extends beyond the throat, the danger to ' 
the patient is greatly increased. In severe casea 
it often happens that the false membrane spreads 
upward into the nose and tear-duct : this causes 
obstruction of the latter, and the tears are thus'* 
diverted from their proper channel and course^ *

down the cheeks. Another severe complication is 
inflammation of the Eustachian " ear-tube ;" when 
this takes place the sufferer complains of noises 
and deafness and distressing pain in the ear. If 
the inflammation does not subside the pain in- 
creases, ulceration is set up, which sometimes 
results in destruction of the tympanic membrane 
and the discharge of purulent matter from the 
external ear-passage. Diphtheria is undoubtedly 
the most insidious disease known, and on that 
account it is much dreaded. I have known many 
instances where children have suffered no in- 
convenience for two or three days after the 
discovery of the false membrane beyond slight 
constitutional disturbance. Diphtheria assumes 
various degrees of intensity, the mildness or 
malignancy of the disease depends upon the 
nature of the poison to which the sufferer has 
been exposed, to atmospheric influences, and to 
the patient's physical and mental condition. The 
adoption of active measures will often effectually 
check this malady. 

The Attack. 

. Diphtheria commences, like other zymotic dis- 
eases, with a period of incubation : by this is 
meant the titoe in which the poison lies dor- 
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mant in the tissues before manifesting itself. 
The general fever which usually accompanies an 
attack varies much in intensity : in some cases 
there are no constitutional symptoms of import- 
ance for two or three days, in other cases this 
disease is ushered in with great severity. The 
most prominent symptoms which occur in the 
general constitutional disturbance are a sense of 
chilliness, sometimes shivering, thirst, muscular 
pains, hot skin, headache, nausea, and occasion- 
ally sickness. Mental depression is a frequent 
symptom, especially in adults. Stiffness of the 
neck generally commences at the onset and 
increases as the attack progresses. 

I recollect upon one occasion being sent for to 
see a clergyman in whom the disease had only 
just commenced, and was much surprised at find- 
ing him in tears. Diarrhoea is occasionally very 
tirQublesome, and must be checked as early as 
possible. In severe attacks there is generally cbn^ 
siderable swelling of the glands of the throat and 
neck: this symptom comes on very early; there^ is 
often a gland found hard and swollen situated juat 
at the diviston of the carotid artery, that is, about 
midway between the coUarrbone and lower jaw. 
In some cases an eruption makes its appearance 
in the skin, which somewhat resembles that of 
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. scarlet fever, but this is a rare occurrence. Tbe 
pulse is .generally small, quick, and irregular: in 
the gangrenous form it soon becomes slow and 
feeble. The condition of the tongue varies much : 
sometimes it is covered with a thick white fur 
-and is red at tip and edges ; in malignant cases it 
is dry and of a dark brownish colour. In the 
gangrenous form the skin and extremities are 
cold and covered with a clammy perspiration ; 
this condition is produced by impairment of the 
<;irculation. The breath is often very offensive; this 
is caused by the decomposition which is going on 
continually .in the throat. The bowels are often 
constipated, and the patient is not unfrequently 
much troubled with flatulence when this is the 
case. The urine is generally of a high colour and 
specific gravity, and in some attacks it contains 
albumen : its presence may be readily discovered 
by boiling a small quantity of the suspected 
urine in a test-tube and adding to the solution a 
few drops of strong nitric acid, after which pro- 
cess it must be boiled again ; if the urine contain 
albumen, it will coagulate, and^ as the solution 
cools, it will be precipitated to the bottom of the 
tube. Sometimes I have found the addition of 
the acid turn the urine to a purplish violet 
colour ; this change, I suppose, is duQ to the pre- 
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sence of purpurine. The temperature of the 
body is greater than in health — it is always 
highest at night ; the greatest degree of tempera- 
ture I ever registered in a case of diphtheria 
was 105*^ Fahr. The temperature in every case 
should be carefully taken and recorded night and 
morning : the best position to place the thermo- 
meter is under the arm-pit, where it should be 
held at least three minutes. 

Examination op the Throat. 

If we examine the throat carefully at the onset 
of an attack, we shall see that the mucous mem- 
brane is red and swollen ; this is produced by the 
engorgement of the bloodvessels. In a few 
hours greyish- white points or patches make their 
appearance ; these soon coalesce, and in a period 
varying from a few hours to two or three days 
assume an almost perfectly white colour. The 
exudation in most cases spreads rapidly if not 
interfered with, and increases in thickness, as if 
by the deposition of successive layers. In many 
mild cases the inflammatory process is limited, 
often only part of one side of the throat, and not 
unfrequently only one tonsil^ is covered with falsd 
membrane. In the gangrenous form the throat 
is much swollen and emits a very disagreeable

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odour : in this variety we have sometimes very 
extensive ulceration. When the mucous mem- 
brane of the nose is invaded it becomes much 
swollen, the orifices of the nostrils are very red^ 
and the sufferer is constantly employed blowing- 
the nose, which act is occasionally succeeded by 
severe bleeding from this organ. 

The character of the membrane varies greatly 
in degree of thickness, hardness, colour, and 
tenacity, according to the severity of the poison 
to which the patient has been exposed. This 
membrane is not, as is thought by some, merely 
a simple adherent pellicle ; if it is forcibly de- 
tached, as practised by Loiseau, the surface from 
which it has been removed often bleeds from 
many places ; this is caused by the membrane 
dipping down into the sub-mucous tissue. 
The use of any force to detach the false mem- 
brane is exceedingly dangerous as the blood 
which oozes from the exposed surface is apt to 
trickle down the throat and may even spread the 
disease to the voice-box and windpipe, the in- 
vasion of which every physician should studi- 
ously endeavour to avoid. When the membrane 
is destroyed by local applications the surface 
underneath is invariably ulcerated in some de- 
gree. I have often noticed cup-shaped ulcers 
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in the tonsils, which generally take some time 
to heal. 

I have frequently observed that persons who 
suffer from chronic enlargements of the tonsils 
are very apt to be infected by diphtheria: the 
diseased structures when in this state readily 
receive the poisonous germs, which become 
embedded in their tissues. 

In severe cases patients suffer very considerably 
from difficulty of breathing; this distressing 
symptom frequently comes on in paroxsyms^ 
Laborious breathing Ls often due to the swelling 
of the mucous membrane and glands, and to the 
formation of a large quantity of false membrane,, 
which blocks up the air-passages and impede* 
respiration. 

The voice is generally more or less affected, in 
many cases there is hoarseness, and in some,, 
especially fatal cases, there is complete loss of 
voice. Complete recovery from diphtheria ia 
often very tedious ; it is weeks and sometimes 
many months before the patient feels thoroughly 
restored to health. Paralysis of the soft palate 
or of some of the muscles of deglutition is an 
occasional troublesome complication of this ma- 
lady; in rare cases the lower half of the body is 
affected.

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Death may be caused by suffocftition, exhaus- 
tion, or some impediment to the circulation of the 
blood, by the deposition of fibrine in some of the 
large bloodvessels or in one of the cavities of the 
heart, or on the edges of one or more of its 
valves ; when this is the case the fatal termination 
sets in very suddenly. 

TeE Laryngoscope. 

The laryngoscope is an instrument used to ex- 
amine the interior of the voice-box. It is only by 
the aid of this invaluable invention that we can 
discover the true nature of the disease that has 
invaded the structures situated below the epi- 
glottis. The laryngoscope is now come into very 
general use. Its object is accomplished by the 
aid of reflected light, which so illuminates the 
vocal organs that an image is clearly seen re- 
flected in the mirror, which is held at the back 
of the mouth. In the act of inspiration the 
vocal chords separate; in expiration they ap- 
proximate. 

Of Family Susceptibility. 

This has been observed by. many physicians ; 
both during the epidemic at Grahamstown and in 
England, I have noticed how much more readily 
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some families acquire throat affections than 
others. 

Treatment. 

The treatment indicated in diphtheria is not 
only to prevent the continuous infection of the 
exudation, but to destroy the false membrane 
altogether; and this ought to be performed as 
quickly as possible : at the same time we must 
support the constitution by every available means. 
The ancients thought local treatment of the first 
importance ; both Aretseus and Trousseau speak 
favourably of the insufflation of both powdered 
alum and tannin on the false membrane ; it may 
be blown through a straw or through a tube 
made of stiffened paper. Many other substances 
have been employed to attain this object, viz., 
nitrate of silver, sulphate of copper, solution of 
chlorine, tincture of iron, strong mineral acid, 
lactic acid, and the alkalies. I gave most of these 
substances a trial before I tried the effect of 
iodine, which I have used successfully for the last 
ten years (for strength, see formula No. 1), which 
I apply to the throat in severe cases at least 
twice a-day, in every case daily. The patient 
should be kept in a large, well-ventilated room, 
the temperature of which ought on no account to 
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exceed 70° Fahr. Bretonneau and many other 
physicians recommend cauterising the false mem- 
brane with nitrate of silver; but it has this 
strong objection, that it produces a white pellicle 
not unlike the diphtheritic exudation; the same 
remark applies to spirits of salts (' muriatic acid '). 
After the iodine is applied to the false membrane 
it should be allowed to remain for about a minute ; 
the patient must then wash the mouth out with 
a little water, or some of the chlorine solution; 
* not to gargle ;' but on no account is the exudation 
to be forcibly detached, as practised by Loiseau. 
Internal remedies must not be neglected in the 
treatment of this disease ; one of the most im- 
portant is chlorate of potash, because it possesses 
a specific power in preventing the formation of 
plastic material; its use was much advocated by 
Seeligmuller. In all my cases I have administered 
it in combination with the diluted mineral acids 
and bark (see formula No. 2). For adults I pre- 
scribe a wash composed of a solution of chlorine 
and myrrh (see formula No. 4). If the bowels are 
constipated I generally order a powder which 
is much recommended by Sir Wm. Jenner, 
composed of compound jalap powder and calomel 
(see formula No. 8). If that fails to have the 
desired efiect in four or six hours, I give a dose of 
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castor-oil. Diarrhoea ought never to be allowed 
to continue ; for adults, mixture No. 5 will gene- 
rally check it ; for children, mixture No. 6 will 
best answer the purpose. In cases where vital 
power has been very low, I have found a mixture, 
No. 7, composed of sulphate of quinine and steel 
very useful. The physicians who attended the 
late Princess Alice administered benzoate of soda ; 
of this drug I have no experience. I have often 
found much relief obtained from inhalations, 
particularly from equal parts of brown vinegar 
and water ; and I always insist upon the applica- 
tion of hot crushed linseed poultices to the throat 
every four hours as soon as the neck begins to 
get stiff and painful. I am satisfied that the 
employment of these measures relieves the diffi- 
culty often experienced in breathing, and greatly 
. promotes the subsidence of the infiammation. I 
often find sucking small pieces of ice relieve the 
intense thirst. When the windpipe is choked 
up by false membrane, that organ should be 
opened by an experienced surgeon ; this operation 
ought never tobedelayed too long. Sir Wm. Jenner 
quotes a remarkable instance of the value of 
tracheotomy, in which this operation was per- 
formed by Mr. Quain. The statistics of St. 
Eugenie Hospital, Paris, show that out of 2,312 
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operations which were performed in twenty-two 
years, there were 509 recoveries. In twenty-five 
years 2,351 children were operated upon in the 
Children's Hospital in Paris, with 614 recoveries. 
As soon as the patient becomes convalescent he 
should be sent for a change ; the greatest benefit 
will be generally derived from the seaside ; but 
he should never be sent where cold east winds 
prevail. Cod-liver oil and tonics, especially fer- 
ruginous ones, do much to assist recovery; a 
mixture composed of iodide of potassium and 
nux vomica (see formula No. 9), will often prove 
invaluable, especially if there is any tendency 
to paralysis. Galvanism often proves another 
valuable assistant in restoring power ; and local 
faradization cannot be too highly spoken of by 
those who have tried it. A very good way to 
give iron to children is in combination with cod- 
liver oil ; one of the best preparations is steel 
wine. There are three other very excellent pre- 
parations which agree remarkably well with 
children, viz., Parish's food, the syrup of phosphate 
of iron, and the syrup of iodide of iron. 

Diet. 

In all my cases I insisted on a very liberal 
nutritious diet, which consisted principally of 
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fluid food, as being most easily digested; such 
as hare-soup, beef-tea, chicken-broth, custard- 
puddings, eggs beat up in milk and brandy ; in 
cases where there was great prostration I ordered 
an additional amount of brandy to be given, and 
I allowed as much new milk as the patients 
would drink. I also prescribed Pontac wine, 
*' which can be obtained very good in the Cape 
Colony," to be freely administered. For adults I 
ordered a bottle every twelve hours, and increased 
that quantity if I discovered any failure of the 
heart's action. To children I gave wine freely, 
according to age. In this country I have always 
given good old port whenever obtainable. 

CROUP. 

DEFINniON. 

True croup is an acute inflammation of the 
mucous membrane lining the voice-box, wind- 
pipe, and smaller air-passages ; it is accompanied 
by the formation of a viscid expectoration, which 
soon becomes thick and ropy. This disease is 
characterised by peculiar crowing inspirations, 
which resemble the noise made by fowl when 
caught. 
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History. 

Croup is essentially a disease of childhood ; it 
received the name from Home. Culleh called 
it cynanche trachealis. It is very prevalent in the 
Cape Colony, and is very apt to attack fat chil- 
dren who are exposed to the night air. The 
nephew of the first Napoleon died of this disease ; 
and his uncle then offered a prize-essay on this 
malady, which produced some very good informa- 
tion. The duration of an attack of croup varies : 
Professor Golis, of Vienna, relates a case which 
proved fatal in fourteen hours; I have seen 
several cases terminate fatally in much less time. 

Character. 

The attack is generally ushered in with slight 
general fever, cough, hoarseness, weeping of the 
eyes, and running of the nose. If we examine 
the throat there is very often nothing to be seen, 
in many cases; in some, however, the mucous 
membrane covering the fauces appears somewhat 
red and swollen. The pulse at this stage is full 
and frequent. As the attack progresses the 
character of the cough changes ; it becomes more 
hoarse and ringing, and resembles the noise pro- 
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duced by a person blowing through a brass 
trumpet. The breathing now becomes more 
laborious, and as the difficulty increases it is 
accompanied by the peculiar characteristic crow- 
ing sound, which is frequently, in acute cases, the 
first evidence the child gives that it is suffering 
from this disease. This I have known to often 
happen in the Cape Colony, where the family 
have been disturbed in the dead of the night by 
the peculiar cry uttered by the little sufferer, who 
has been put to bed in apparent good health. 
The countenance soon assumes a very anxious 
look, and the little patient is constantly craving 
for drink. The child is always very restless and 
irritable, throwing its arms about, and clutching 
at its neck ; it frequently thrusts its fingers into 
its mouth, as though it wanted to remove some- 
thing that was annoying it. If recovery takes 
place the little patient expectorates quantities of 
thick mucous, that is generally of a ropy nature, 
and often resembles perfect casts of the air-tubes. 
In these cases the character of the cough now 
changes : it becomes moist, and loses it peculiar 
brassy sound. If a fatal termination ensues the 
pulse becomes feeble and irregular, the respiration 
more laboured, the countenance livid, the body is 
covered by a cold clammy perspiration ; death is 
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either produced by sufifocation, or is ushered in 
during insensibility, and occasionally it is attended 
by convulsions. 

Duration of the Attack. 

> - 

This depends upon the strength and age of the 
child, and the violence of the inflammation. 

Mortality. 

The mortality from croup is very large ; accord- 
ing to the statistical returns of the Registrar- 
General the deaths have been returned in London 
alone :

There is no malady, in my opinion, that requires 
more skilful and vigilant treatment than croup^ 
The suddenness of the attack, the rapidity that 
the disease makes, and the not infrequent recur- 
rence of this complaint, teaches us how prompt 
and unwearying we should be in our attendance. 
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Formerly many practitioners used to bleed or 
leech ; and no doubt very many cases were lost 
by this mode of treatment ; another bad plan was 
blistering; this undoubtedly not only adds im- 
mensely to the child's suflTering, but aggravates 
the danger. If we see a child at the onset of an 
attack, the disease may sometimes be arrested by 
the constant application of hot fomentation to 
the throat. A sponge continually soaked in hot 
water and kept applied to the throat, or a piece 
of spongio-piline steeped every two or three 
minutes, will best answer our purpose. If this 
plan is persevered with for half-an-hour it pro- 
duces redness of the skin, promotes perspiration, 
a diminution of all the symptoms, and the little 
sufferer often sinks into a sound sleep, from which 
he awakes nearly restored to health. This plan 
was successfully adopted by Dr. Graves. If the 
disease has progressed too far, or we do not 
succeed by these means I have just described, the 
treatment indicated is to get rid of and prevent 
the accumulation of the abnormal secretion in the 
air^passages. The first result we can generally 
successfully accomplish by mechanical means, 
such as the administration of emetics ; what I 
have found invariably succeed remarkably well 
is a mixture composed of ipecacuanha and tartar- 
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ised antimony (see formula No. 11) ; a teaspoonful 
or two must be given every five minutes, until 
vomiting is produced. In order to procure a 
favourable result the child ought to be wrapped 
in flannel, and the atmosphere of the room kept 
warm and moist. A very excellent plan, and one 
which I have found work well, is to place the 
child in a cot and make a canopy over it ; this 
can be easily done in a few minutes by bending 
some pieces of cane or bamboo, over which is to 
be thrown a blanket : steam is then to be con- 
ducted by a flexible tube, which is to be attached 
to the spout of a kettle that must be kept boiling — 
the other end of the tube is to be fixed beneath 
the blanket: thus the child will be kept in a 
vapour-bath. When no cot has been at hand I 
have placed the child in the arms of the nurse, 
and enveloped both with a blanket, and then 
using the steam tube, or jugs continually supplied 
with boiling water ; of course this can only be 
accomplished by the attendant being in the sitting 
posture. I have also frequently found much 
benefit derived from rubbing an embrocation (see 
formula No. 12j, into the back and chest. If the 
bowels are very confined it is well to give a dose 
of castor-oil, or administer an enema of warm 
soap-and-water. To prevent the formation of 
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more false membrane I am in the habit of 
giving a mixture composed of chlorate of potash, 
compound spirits of ammonia, and bark (see 
formula No, 18). 

Lastly, we have to consider the propriety of 
opening the windpipe ; this operation ought only 
to be performed when there is danger of suffoca- 
tion, and all other means have failed. It was 
first suggested by Home in 1765, and first per- 
formed by John Andre, in London, in 1782; 
again by Bretonneau, in 1818. Among the 
advocates for this operation are the justly cele- 
brated names of M. Trousseau, Mr. Heniy Smith, 
and Greve, of Sweden. The object of the opera- 
tion is to allow the free admission of air to the 
windpipe, and thus not only to prevent impend- 
ing suffocation, but to give the little sufferer a 
better chance of passing through the several stages 
of the disease in safety. 

Diet. 

This should be of the most supporting and 
digestible character, and given warm; such as 
chicken broth, beef-tea, yolk of eggs beat up in 
milk. If exhaustion comes on, and the heart's 
action begins to fail, brandy must be given, at 
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short intervals, mixed -with milk or water in 
suitable quantities. 

QUINSY. 

Definition. 

Inflammatory swelling of the tonsils, generally 
acc6mpanied by great pain and difficulty in 
swallowing, and frequently followed by the for- 
mation of one or more absceses. 

Cause. 

The principal exciting cause is exposure to 
cold; sudden changes of temperature ought 
always to be guarded against, particularly when 
a person has once sufiered from quinsy ; as there 
is a great liability to a recurrence of this disease. 

Character. 

The attack is usually ushered in with much 
constitutional disturbance, often with distinct fits 
of shivering. The pulse is full, and increases in 
frequency. The tongue is furred, and the constant 
dribbling of saliva from the mouth is most 
annoying. Headache is a frequent symptom, and 
the patient often suffers from severe thirst. In 
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severe cases the tonsils swell so much that they 
ahnost meet ; this condition produces great diffi- 
culty and pain in swallowing, and liquids often 
return through the nostrils. In many cases there 
is hoarseness, in others the patients speak through 
the iiose, or in whispers ; in some there is com- 
plete loss of voice. The temperature of the body 
rises rapidly, the thermometer not unfrequently 
registering at night 104° F. There is often deaf- 
ness ; if the inflammation extends to the ear-tube 
it gives rise to severe pain in the ear, which, in 
cases where it spreads along the canal, causes a 
great deal of trouble. Stiffness and pain at the 
angles of the jaws, accompanied by great difficulty 
in opening the mouth, is very characteristic of 
this disease. If we examine the throat at the 
onset of the attack we shall see the parts affected 
swollen, of a bright red colour, and having a 
glossy appearance ; they soon become coated with 
mucous. The bowels are frequently constipated^ 
the urine scanty and of a high colour. Sleepless- 
ness is another symptom; we very often find 
great difficulty in treating, especially in those 
persons who cannot take sedatives. 
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Treatment. 

Various modes of treatment have been adopted ; 
some believe in the application of cold compresses, 
others pin their faith to the administration of 
guaiacum ; neither of which have I found of much 
service. I have had many cases of quinsy under 
my care, and have found the greatest relief 
obtained by the application of fomentations and 
crushed linseed poultices to the ^eck, and the 
constant inhalation of equal parts of hot vinegar 
and water. If the bowels are confined, a dose of 
calomel and compound jalap powder should be 
given (formula No. 8). There is no drug I have 
hitherto tried that appears to exert so much 
influence over this disease as bark ; I generally 
administer it with chlorate of potash (see formula 
No. 2). Scarifying the tonsils is frequently very 
serviceable, as it relieves the engorged vessels, but 
this should be performed at the onset of the 
attack. If abscesses form, it is preferable to allow 
them to burst of themselves ; if the tension, pain, 
and difficulty of breathing become very great, 
then they should be opened by an experienced 
surgeon, with a guarded bistoury. I have some- 
times arrested the attack both by the application 
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of solid nitrate of silver and by the strong solution 
of iodine ; but I have found the latter most suc- 
<5essful. If there is much difficulty in procuring 
sleep, a dose of syrup of hydrate of chloral (see 
formula No. 10) may be taken, if the patient is an 
adult ; the preparations of opium are so liable to 
produce headache and constipation that they are 
best avoided. 

Diet. 

Fluid food of the most digestible character, as 
hare-soup, chicken-jelly, eggs beat up with milk, 
are the best kind of things to partake of. Hot 
Pontac, port wine, or claret-and-water, is the best 
-drink that can possibly be prescribed; occasionally 
I have found sucking small pieces of ice useful in 
allaying thirst. 



INFLAMMATION OF THE FOLLICLES OF 

THE THROAT. 

This complaint, popularly known as Clergyman's 
Sore-throat, is one of the most troublesome dis- 
eases which afflict public singers, speakers, and 
others who are constantly using their voices. It 
is both the glory and reproach to remedial treat- 
ment. The attack comes on insidiously, and if

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not timely and judiciously treated small abscesses 
form, leaving ulcers behind, which in many cases 
do not heal very rapidly. It has been well 
described by many French physicians, and by Dr, 
Horace Green, of New York. It is liable to 
attack any part of the mucous membrane supplied 
with follicles, but it generally aflfects those 
situated in the membrane lining the back part of 
the throat. If we examine the throat, we see 
the part affected studded with distinct red points ; 
as the disease progresses, and matter forms, these 
points become larger and of a yellowish colour. 
The membrane intervening between the prominent 
follicles may be relaxed or congested. The con- 
gestion is active or passive : sometimes it is of a 
venous character ; in the latter case the membrane 
appears of a dark red colour, which gives it a very 
unhealthy appearance. Often enlarged blood- 
vessels are seen running across the mucous 
membrane ; but the appearance of this structure 
varies greatly : in some cases it looks dry, in 
others highly congested, and when denuded of its 
epithelium it resembles a piece of raw beef; 
this is one form of this disease. There is another 
variety of this disease in which the affected 
follicles remain in a state of irritation for a long 
period before any organic change takes place. 
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The symptoms are very variable ; some persons 
suffer little or no inconvenience, while others are 
much distressed. The voice is altered in character, 
it loses its proper tone, becomes husky, and in 
some cases is entirely lost. The use of the voice 
in severe attacks is very fatiguing. The sufferer 
often complains of a sensation of tickling, and 
frequently says his throat feels like a nutmeg- 
grater. There is often a troublesome hacking 
cough, and a constant desire to clear the throat. 
The expectoration is viscid, and not unfrequently 
tinged with blood. 

Causation. 

The exciting causes are overworking the voice, 
sudden changes of temperature, exposure to cold. 

Treatment. 

Various forms of treatment have been recom- 
mended for this disease, among which are 
sulphurous mineral waters, inhalations, and many 
local applications. One of the cheapest inhalers 
is Bergson's spray-producers; but perhaps the 
most perfect ever invented is Siegle's atomiser, 
manufactured by Krohne and Sesemann. In this 
instrument steam is employed instead of air. 
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The drug chosen for inhalation will depend upon 
the stage of the disease. Change of climate has. 
found many advocates ; this is very important in 
obstinate cases; the most desirable places are 
Torquay, Madeira, the Cape, and Algiers. In 
the early stages of this affection sea-bathings 
shower-baths, and, above all, perfect rest, mentally 
and physically, is tlie treatment indicated. Local 
treatment is of the first importance ; in the early 
stages a solution of tannin in glycerine often 
proves very efficacious. A very useful and agree- 
able preparation is a medicated jujube I have 
made for me. These may be obtained of Mr. 
Wood, Chemist, Finsbury Pavement, E.C.; and of 
Mr. G. S. Palmer, Wilton Eoad, Pimlico; but the 
remedy which I have found of all others that 
confers the greatest benefit is iodine. Both solid 
and solution of nitrate of silver have been highly 
spoken of. I have sometimes used caustic to 
cauterise individual follicles when much en- 
larged. 

Internal treatment must on no account be 
overlooked; this should consist of ferruginous 
tonics, alteratives; the preparations containing 
strychnine, quinine, bark, cod-liver oil, and 
chlorate of potash (for which see formulas No. 2, 
7, 13, 14, 16). When the bowels are consti- 
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pated I find the pills (formula No. 17), answer 
exceedingly well. 

To prevent a recurrence of this disease, great 
care should be taken to avoid sudden changes of 
temperature and exposure to night air. Men 
ought to allow the moustache and beard to grow. 
Women should wear some kind of respirator; the 
veil recommended by Mr. Lennox Brown, and 
which may be purchased at Messrs. Marshall and 
Snelgrove's, Oxford Street, is a very good pro- 
tection. 

Diet. 

This ought to consist of food of the most 
digestible description ; such as white fish, game, 
beef-tea, chicken-broth, sparkling wines, and fresh 
fruit. Late heavy suppers should be avoided. 

Tabulated symptoms showing the characteristic 
differences between Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, 
and True Croup. 

Diphtheria. 

In the manner of the formation of the false 
membrane. 

The great mental depression ; in extreme cases 
the vital prostration is intense. 

The liability of albumen to be present in the 
urine during any stage of the disease. 
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Paralysis is a complication of diphtheria not 
common to scarlet fever or croup. 

No protective influence in a first attack of 
diphtheria. 

Diphtheria attacks both old and young. 

Scarlet Fever. 

The bright scarlet rash. 

The raised papillae of the tongue, which give 
it the appearance of a ripe strawberry. 

The separation of the cuticle ' scarf-skin ' ; in 
some cases an outer glove or slipper coming away 
at once. 

Albumen is generally only found in the urine 
during convalescence. 

Liability to become scrofulous. 

Abscesses not unfrequently form in the glands 
of the neck and throat. 

Rheumatism not unfrequently follows scarlet 
fever. 

Croup, 'True.' 

Essentially a disease of childhood. 

The character of the onset differs from 
diphtheria in the early severity of the attack, 
the brassy ringing cough, and the peculiar forma- 
tion of the exudation. 

A great characteristic difference is found in the 
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Leavings of the chest and the motion of the 
voice-box and windpipe. 

PRESCRIPTIONS. 

No. 1. Iodine Paint. 

Take of iodine . . . .50 grs. 
„ „ iodide of potassium . . 20 grs. 
y, „ rectified spirits of wine . J oz. 

Dissolve. This should be applied with a throat- 
brush at least once a day ; in severe cases, twice ; 
care being taken not to fill the brush too fulL 
The best kind are to be obtained of Messrs. Maw 
and Co., 11, Aldersgate Street, London. If not 
easily obtainable, a camel's hair brush will bes 
answer the purpose. 

No. 2. The Mixture. 

Take of chlorate of potash . . 1 dr. 

„ „ dilute nitro-muriatic acid . 1 J dr. 

„ „ compound tincture of bark , J oz. 

„ „ water . . . . 6 oz. 

Dose : for an adult, 2 tablespoonfuls every two, 
three, or four hours.

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No. 3. The Chlorine Solution.

Dose: for an adult, 2 tablespoonfuls 3 times

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No. 15. 
Take of bromide of potassium . . 1 dr. 
„ „ compound spirits of ammonia 3 drs.

„ „ water . . . . . 6 oz. 
Mix. 

Dose : for an adult^ 2 tablespoonfuls 3 times 
a day. 

Very useful when the nervous system is func- 
tionally involved, as it very frequently is at the 
onset of follicular disease of the throat. The dose 
of bromide of potassium may be increased, if it 
suits the patient, to 15 grs. Persons from 12 to 
15 ought to commence with tablespoonful doses 
of this mixture. 

No. 16. Alterative and Tonic Mixture 

COMBINED. 

Take of iodide of potassium . . 40 grs.

„ „ compound tincture of bark ^ oz.

Dose : for an adult, 2 tablespoonfuls 3 times a day

When necessary, the iodide of potassium may 
be increased to 10 grains.
